body else in the art of anticipation— 
.If not apprehension—as to what may 
happen politically Is Just now bewil- 
dered In trying' to figure out the exact 
effect of the 
investigation of 
the 


Pennsylvania primary election. 


Every member who is up for re- 


election knows that every bit of pub- 
licity given, to the old fashioned prac- 
tice of employing paid watchers at 
the polls iwOl make just that much 
more difficult the 
employment 
of 


workers In his behatt this year. Op- 
ponents can be depended upon to raise 
the, cry of "big business" 
and 


"moneyed interests"- all of which 
makes the 
collection 
of campaign 


funds a trifle embarrassing for the 
contributors do not like to have their 
names blazoned in head-lines. 
Yet campaigns cannot be fought 


without funds especially primaries 
and while the collection of large sums 
from single contributors may have 
been made more difficult by the' ex- 
posures the task of collecting small 
sums Is even more difficult. It takes 
time as well as money to set up a col- 
lection machinery to finance cam- 
paigns by small contributions. 


CONDEMNS PRIMARY SYSTEM 
' The net result of this sort of solilo- 
quy leads the average members of 
congress to conclude that the primary 
system Is even worse than it 
ever 
was painted. In other words, the pri- 
mary compels the payment of large 
sums for advertising and solicitation 
by personal letter. If the money is not 
going to be easy to collect then the 
chances of beating a demagogue or an 
orator with persona; powers of per- 
suasion or publicity-getting powers 
have been diminished and the almost 
unanimous feeling privately expressed 
is that the old convention system 
would be better all around. 
Judging by the questions directed 


at witnesses by Republicans as well 
tui Democrats and by comments in 
the cloakrooms of congress, the whole 
investigation could be construed as a 
bi-partlsan attack 
on the primary 
system. It may turn, into that yet 
though the primary is a matter for 
the states to regulate and it 
offers 


room for debate and controversy on 
the part of those who would like to 
get a nomination and who realize they 
would have no chance under the con- 
vention system 
because the latter 
tends to perpetuate in power those 
who already possess control of poli- 
tical machinery. 


MAY AID DEMOCRATS 


Viewing the matter from the stand- 


point of party advantage and not ab- 
stract politics, the investigation has 
given the Democrats the hope that 
out of it may come a national issue. 
It is, however, a vague hope. The 
Democrats actually uncovered fraud 
and serious irregularity In the Tea- 
pot Dome scandal but the succeeding 
election did not Indicate that the pub- 
lic thought It a sufficient reason to 
oust the Republican party In either 
house of congress or In the executive 
branches of the 
government. 
The 
truth Is that no single individual is to 
blame for what happened In Pennsyl- 
vania and that a system has been ex- 
posed which in a lesser degree Is true 
of elections throughout the country 
where paid watchers are employed 
and professional 
electioneering has 


been In progress. It takes more than 
a Pennsylvania election contest be- 


' tween three sets of candidates with 
wealthy friends. It takes more than 
a. Tea Pot Dome controversy to up- 
set the political opportunities of the 
Republican party so long as the fin- 
gers of the man In the1 Whit* House 
are not burned by these fires and the 
economic prosperity of the country is 
such a- controlling influence with the 
voters. Even Democratic leaders here 
and there will concede as much—they 
admit all these questions produce1 a 
cumulative effect but that there must 
toe a dominant Issue of competence or 
Incompetence as well a» a change In 
business conditions to make the next 
national 
race 
really

Thousands Bid Farewell to 


Princes of Church as They 


Leave New York 


New 
Torfc—OP)—A cardinal red 
train bearing nine princes of the Ro- 
man Catholic, church and their re- 
tinues left the Grand Central termi- 
inal Wednesday amidst the acclaim, 
of thousands' who jammed, the great 
"rotunda and--the- train platforms 
to 


bid 'farewell to the party going to the 
Eucharistic congress in Chicago. 
It required the combined strength 


of city and station police to restrain 
the crowds as they pressed forward 
in an attempt to see or in hope of 
opportunity to kiss the ring of, Card- 
inal Bonzano, papal legate as he was 
escorted to the train. 


The 
papal legate and Cardinal 


Hayes, their escorts 
following 
in 


other cars, were driven to the sta- 
tion under a police escort. 


Most of the other cardinals left In 


a body from the 
Vanderbilt hotel. 


So dense was the crowd outside the 
hotel that It was necessary to divert 
traffic to allow the cars bearing the 
party to the station through. 


Cardinal Faulhaber, archbishlp of 


Munich went to the station alone from 
the home of Father Kunig In Brook- 
lyn where he had maintained the in- 
cognito he established at the start of 
his journey. "Wednesday, however, he 
abandoned his role of German pro- 
fessor and appeared in his cardinal's 
robes. 
After visiting the engineer and fire- 


man of the train he extended his 
hand which carried the cardinal's 
ring outside of red gloves, to the 
crowd •which hemmed him in and al- 
lowed over a score to kiss it. 


The official party aboard the train 


included the nine cardinals two -apos- 
tolic delegates, four archbishops, sev- 
eral monsignori and lesser clergy. 
There were 74 passengers of whom 
but four were laymen. They were 
Nicholas Brady, two Chicago detec- 
tives and a civilian secretary.

Arica Ch3e. —(A*)— The highest of 


Chilean plebiscitary officials here de- 
clare they fail to see by what au- 
thority the plebiscitary commission 
proposes to vote on the reports of the 
commission after having declared the 
plebiscite proceedings, ended. There- 
fore the participation by the Chilean 
delagation in a discussion, of the re- 
port is out of the question. 


It Is expected the Americans will

M e r e Pretext to Prevent 


Farmer from Benefiting 
from Protective System 


Washington, D. C.—OP)—Secretary 


Mellon's opinion on the 
equalization 


fee plan of farm relief, now pending 
before the senate in the McNary bill 
brought a sharp retort "Wednesday 
Crom Representative Dickinson, Re- 
publican, Iowa. 


"At last the administration Is out in 
the open," he said in a statement giv- 
en to the Associated Press. 


"When the statement of Secretary 


Mellon is stripped of all specious pre- 
texts, it means that the interests for 
whom he speaks are not willing that 
the protective system shall mean 
anything for the American farmer." 


The secretary's opinion that the pro- 


posal Is economically unsound and un- 
workable, would provide no perma- 
nent benefit for 
American farmer, 


would "subsidize" America's foreign 
competitors and would increase the 
cost of farm products to American 
consumers, was written at the request 
of Representatives Dickinson, • Repre- 
sentative Anthony Republican, Kan- 
sas and 
Chairman Haugen of the 


house agricultural committee. 


MAY ABANDON BILL 


.Considerable importance has been 
attached to Mr. Mellon's declaration 
n the, capitol, where the economic 
principles he opposes ;already have 
seen-'defeated in the house" rand are 
ipproaching a vote in the senate. One 
jrhpr was^ expressed in the Washing- 
ton Post Wednesday morning''which 
quoted Representative 
Haugen, Re- 
publican, Iowa, who sponsored the bill 
in the house, as saying: 


"There is no use to make any fur-

FORM CABINET 


Attempts to Found National 


Union Cabinet to Replace 
Ministry 


Paris— C/P) —Premier Briand 
is 


seeking to form a "national union- 
cabinet to replace the ministry -which 
resigned Tuesday, but is finding the 
task more difficult than he antici- 
pated. 


The Premier was given the man- 


date by President TXmmergue "Wed- 
nesday morning after most of those 
called Into consultation at the Elys- 
see palace had urged the need of 
such a cabinet. 


The ministry would Include group* 
as far to the right as the Union Re- 
publicans, or the "old Bloc -national" 
leaded by Louis Marin and as far 
eft as the groups whose leaders are 
willing to participate. 


Edouard Herriot, radical leader, is 


understood to have refused to enter a 
national union" ministry, and it Is 
expected that hfal party will formally 
decide against a "national union" 
combination. 


Tho Socialists 'have excluded them- 


selves from such a combination by 
he decision of their congress at Cler- 
mont-Ferrand not to join any other 
nan a purely Socialist ministry.

Chief among the state witnesses 


will be former Judge David J. Leahy,

Lasseter. Another shot fired by Ma- 
gee struck Leahy in the arm. 


Leahy was the trial judge in two 


other appearances of Magee in New 
Mexico courts. Once Magee was found 
gruilty of libel, and again Judge Leahy 
found him guilty of contempt of 
court. In both Instances Magee was 
pardoned by the governor. 


Defense counsel asked of all the 
jurymen whether they would acquit 
the defendant if it could be shown 
that the shot that killed Lasseter 
was fired in self defense and struck 
Lasseter by accident. All replied fn

mary scandal without being singed. The 
Mellon interests and Mellon family rallied 
to the support of Senator Pepper. It was 
in the home town of the secretary of the 
treasury that ihe largest slush fund in be- 
half of Pepper was raised and spent. The 
Mellons admittedly control Pittsburgh, 
and tli" county in which Pittsburgh is lo- 
cated was the only one in Pennsylvania to 
give Pepper a majority. 
The evidence 


shows that $3U(5.~95 was spent in Alle- 
gheny county, and that the Mellons con- 
tributed about a quarter of it. 


According to Governor Pint-hot's man- 


ager, the Mellon machine in Allegheny 
county hired 35.350 watchers at $10 a 
piece. 
Practically every vote cast for 


Pepper in Pittsburgh was paid for. There 
were, of course, a few who voted their 
convictions, but Allegheny county was 
bought outright. 
The responsibility for 


this must rest upon those in charge of the 
Pepper candidacy. 
To be sure, those in 


charge of the other candidacies were little 
less scrupulous in1 the use of money, but 
that does not obscure the fact that high 
administration circles are affected by what 
was done in Pittsburgh. 


Mr. MpJlon is one of the ablest secre- 


taries of the treasury the country lias ever 
had. and to his wise administration of tlie 
nation's finances we largely owe treasury 
surpluses, three reductions in federal in- 
come taxes and the meeting of maturing 
war bonds without refunding. 
The peo- 


ple are a little in doubt as to just what 
Mr. Mellon "s relation with the corrupt 
politic!- of Pennsylvania may or may not 
be. just as they have been in doubt all 
along as to hi:s nlloged connection with the 
liquor interests, \\hilc chargrd with the 
duty of enforcing the prohibition law.

THE GOOD OLD SUNBURN TIME 


Exposure of the uncovered skin to di-ect sunlight 


is a practice which is beneficial in more ways than 
we ever dreamed of before the discovery of vita- 
mina and the 
vitaminic 
influence of 
ultraviolet 


1 light. Neither sunburn nor sunstroke is advisable. 
| but a good deal of circulation has been given rc- 
jcently to pseudo scientific ideas to the effect that 
! going without a hat or otherwise 
exposing 
the 


body to sunlight entails some vague clanger other 
than sunburn or sunstroke. These scares, I sus- 
pect, have been inspired by the hatters. Anyway, I 
want to reassure everybody who may have been 
impressed by the scare, that that ultraviolet or ac- 


jtinic- rays of sunlight can do nothing worse to a 
naked person then burn him or give him sunstroke 
at least in America. 


Sunburn, tan and freckles are not signs of health 


hut just that one has been exposed to the greatest 
source of health. 


Mild sunburn, that is, a burn of the first degree 


—reddening of the skin—is harmless and almost 
unavoidable when the skin is suddenly subjected to 
unaccustomed exposure. In hospitals where 
the 


sunbath treatment is given, sunburn is avoided by 
very gradually increasing exposure, both time and 
>kin area, beginning, usually, with five minutes of 
exposure of the skin on the front of the legs, once, 
twiue or thrice daily, and increasing the time 
a 


few minutes and the area a few square inches daily. 
In this way the patient is never burned, but after 
many weeks becomes deeply tanned. 


Second degree sunburn is a burn 
accompanied 


with blisters. This requires the same surgical treat- 
ment as ordinary second degree burns require, the 
important factor being asepsis—not antniseptics. 
Few people understand what asepsis means or how 
to use «. Second degree burns, whether from sun 
or fire or chemicals, should have competent sur- 
gical care. Occasionally sunburn is of the third de- 
gree, that is, the entire skin or deeper tissues are 
destroyed, and sloughing follows, leaving a very 
slowly healing ulcer or raw wound. 


The first aid relief of fi'rst degree sunburn 
in- 


cludes prevention, by avoiding further exposure to 
the sun or by coating the necessarily exposed skin 
heavily with zinc oxid ointment, grease paint, or 
cold cream and talcum powder: and relief of itching 
or burning, by the frequent application of ealamin 
lotion, or by liberal application of rice powder or 
cornstarch powder on a light base of cold cream, or 
a dressing of boric acid ointment spread on muslin. 


Calamin lotion may be made with one-half dram 


each of zinc oxid and ealamin. two or three drops 
of glycerin., one drop of phenol (carbolic acid), two 
or three drams of stronger rose water and enough 
lime water to make the whole measure one ounce. 
From four to eight ounces should be prepared. The 
phenol (carbolic acid) may be omitted if itching is 
not great: the lotion without it is somewhat sooth- 
ing. 


There is no way to remove tan or freckles, ex- 


cept to avoid further exposure to sunlight and wait 
for the pigmentation to disappear.

Answer—Buttermilk has about thexSame nutri- 


tive value as skim milk, which is about half 
the 


nutritive value of fresh sweet milk, which is about 
32D calorics to the pint. So a glass of buttermilk 
stands you in, say 70 calories. Not much to grow 
fat on; on the other hand not likely to reduce. But 
wholesome enough as a beverage for either of you, 
if you like it.
